SAN  FRivNCISCO,  Jan,  3 — -Best  Buys  from  the  fruit  department  this  week  are 
Watsonville  Newtown  Pippin  apples^  cranberries.  Imperial  Valley  and  Arizona 
grapefruit,  Mexican  bananas,  and  Havj-aiian  pineapples. 

In  the  Good  Buy  class  are  avocado Navel  oranges,  and  papayas. 
Among  the  vegetables,  the  Best  Buys  are  sweetpotatoos,  cabbage,  and 
cauliflower. 

Good  Buys  include  broccoli,  carrots,  lettuce,  dry  onions,  and  parsnips. 
The  iveek's  Fair  Buys  are  artichokes,  Brussels  sprouts,  and  Italian  squash, 
MEAT  — 

Trading  has  been  rather  slov/  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  moat  market 
this  past  v/eek.    Slaughter  has  boon  lighter  on  beef,  calf  and  lamb,  but  slightly 
heavier  on  hogs.    As  a  result,  supplies  of  offal  items  have  been  very  limited. 
Prices  are  little  changed  from  a  iToek  ago.    Choice  grade  beef  is  |1,00  per 
hundredvfoight  higher,  but  all  other  grades  and  classes  are  unchanged.  Fresh 
veal  and  calf  carcasses  are  around  $1,00  per  hundrodT\reight  higher,  and  fresh  pork 
carcasses  are  up  §1,00  to  jp2,00  per  hundredweight.     Smoked  hams  and  picnics  also 
are  §1,00  to  $2,00  per  hundredweight  higher, 
BUTTER  — 

Discontinuance  of  sales  of  government -he Id  butter,  light  volume  of  fresh 
production,  and  heavy  consumer  demand  has  resulted  in  higher  butter  prices. 
Grades  A55'iA(lst  Quality)  are  up  4  cents  from  a  week  ago  at  a  quotation  to 
retailers  of  76  to  78^  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb,  prints,    Grr.de  B 
(2nd  Quality)  is  up  3  cents  at  a  quotation  to  retailors  of  72  to  7^  cents  per 
pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb,  prints, 
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EGGS  — 

Prices  on  large  and  mcdiuiri-si  zed  eggs  have  dropped  some  more,  v/ith  Grade 
"A"  Large  eggs  do-vm  4  cents  at  a  quotation  to  retailors  of  61  to  62  cents  per 
dozen  in  cartons,  and  Grade  "A"  Mediums  4  cents  lov/cr  at  a  quotation  of  5S  to  60 
cents  per  dozen  in  cartons.     Grade  "A"  Sm.alls  have  advanced  1-cent  to  59  to  60 
cents  per  dozen  in  cartons.     Further  sharp  price  declines  in  central  T>rcstern  and 
eastern  markets  has  made  for  an  unsettled  market  here.    Production  increases  are 
reported  slov/er  than  normal, 

POULTRY  — 

A  better  demand  for  young  chickens  has  upped  the  price  of  broilers  and 
large  fryers  1  to  2  cents  per  pound  above  a  week  ago.     Squabs,  rabbits,  and 
largo  tom  turkeys  also  have  been  in  good  demand,  with  rabbits  advancing  2  to  3 
cents  per  pound.    Small  tom  and  hen  turkeys  have  moved  slov/ly  at  unchanged 
prices.    All  other  classes  remain  unchanged,

SAN  FRANCISCO,  Jan,  9  — -  Cranberries  are  the  vj-oek's  outstanding  Best  Buy  ■ 
in" fruit,  followed  by  medium-sized  Watsonville  Neirbown  apples,  avocados, 
and  Imperial  Valley  and  Arizona  grapefruit. 

Medium-sized  Navel  oranges  are  a  Good  Buy,  and  persimtnons  can  bo  considered 
a  Fair  Buy, 

Cold  weather  has  been  taking  its  toll  in  vegetables,  so  that  sv/oet  potatoes 
and  parsnips  arc  the  only  Best  Buys  this  week. 

In  the  Good  Buy  class  arc  cauliflower,  cabbage,  and  dry  onions. 
MEAT  — 

Fairly  active  trading  has  prevailed  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  meat 
market  this  past  week.     The  light  be of  slaughter  has  been  cleared  practically 
every  day,  and  light\^"eight  lamb  has  been  especially  well  sold  up.  liid-westorn 
pork  cuts  have  been  in  light  supply,  and  offal  items  have  been  very  limited. 
As  for  prices,  attempts  early  last  week  to  obtain  ^2,00  per  hundredweight 
higher  prices  on  Choice  gr_.de  beef  dwindled.     Other  classes  have  held  mostly 
unchanged.     Coijimorcial  and  Utility  grades  of  lamb  have  advanced  ^2,00  per 
hundredweight,  along  with  pork  loins,  butts  and  s pare rib s . 

BUTTER  — 

Although  demand  has  slackened  some  from  the  heavy  holiday  buying,  prices 
have  continuv^d  to  advance  on  butter  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  market. 
Grades  A&AA  (1st  Quality)  are  up  I-I/2  cents  at  a  quotation  to  retailers  of 
77-I/2  to  80  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-lb,  prints.     Grade  B  (2nd  Quality) 
is  6  cents  higher  at  a  quotation  to  retailers  of  76  to  77  cents  per  pound  in 
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cartons  of  l/4-lb,  prints,     Tho  supply  situc.tion  is  r:.thcr  tight,  ponding 
seasonal  production  increases,     Hovj-cver,  v/ostorn  butter  production  for  the 
viTcck  ending  Jan,  4  scored  a  11 -percent  gain  over  the  previous  v/eck,  with  the 
sharpest  gains  made  in  Washington,  California,  Utah  and  Montana, 
EG-G-S  — 

Demand  has  continued  good  for  moderate  receipts  of  eggs,  and  prices 

are  unchanged  from  a  week  ago.     Quotations  to  retailors  areS     Grade  ".V  Lo.rge, 

61  to  62  cents  per  dozen  in  cartons  I  Grade  "A"  Mediums,  59  to  60  cents;  and  Grade 

"A"  Smalls,  5£  to  60  cents. 

POULTRY  — 

In  the  wholesale  poultry  market,  broilers  and  small  fryers  have  been  in 
better  demcr.nd  and  are  up  1  to  2  cents  per  pound,   (dressed  v/eight),  above  a  iveek 
ago.    Heavy  hens  are  rather  scarce  and  are  selling  around  1  -cent  per  pound  higher. 
Liberal  supplies  of  large  fryers  and  roasters  are  unchanged  in  price,  as  are 
light  type  hens.     Young  tom  turkeys  have  been  in  good  demand,  but  there  has 
been  little  demand  for  hens.

Prices  have  been  on  an  upward  trend  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  meat 
market  during  the  past  v/eek.    Although  the  beef  slaughter  was  somewhat  larger 
than  the  previous  week,  it  was  still  held  to  a  relatively  lovj-  level  because  of 
higher  replacement  costs  on  live  cattle.    Most  of  the  supply  has  been  of 
Commercial  to  Good  grade  quality,  and  prices  have  advanced  Ol.OO  per  hundred- 
weight on  practically  all  grades,    i/ith  the  slaughter  of  calf  and  lamb  consider- 
ably lighter,  more  veal  than  calf  has  been  offered  at  prices  ranging  from 
to  ^j)3.00  per  hundredv/eight  higher.    Choice  and  Good  grades  of  lojnb  advanced 
vO.OO  per  hundredweight,  while  Commercia"'.  and  Utility  grades  are  up  04.00  per 
hundredvreight  c.bove  a  v/eek  ago.    Although  the  supply  of  pork  loins  has  been 
about  double  that  of  a  week  ago,  prices  are  up  |2.00  per  hundredweight  on 
No,  1  loins.    Butts,  spareribs,  smoked  hams  and  picnics  also  are  up  §2,00  per

Large  and  medium  sizes  have  dropped  6  cents  per  dozen 
since  last  week,  and  smalls  are  doirm  8  cents.    Quotations  to  retailers! 
Grade  "A" Large,  55  to  56  cents  per  dozen  in  cartons*  Grade  "A"  Mediums,  53  to 
54  cents*  and  Grade  "A"  Smalls,  51  to  52  cents, 

POULTRY  — 

In  the  wholesale  poultry  market,  prices  have  advanced  on  dressed  broilers, 
fryers,  roasters  and  heavy-type  hens  in  line  with  higher  prices  on  live 
poultry.    Broilers,  fryers  and  heavy  hens  are  all  up  2  cents  per  pound  above  a 
week  ago,  and  roasters  are  up  1-cent,    Tom  turkeys  also  have  gained  1-cent, 
All  other  classes  are  unchanged.    Higher  meat  prices  have  resulted  in  an 
improved  demand  for  the  moderate  receipts  of  poultry,
